After "a board holding position" (line 6), ~ providing ~ has been inserted; 
After "and" (line 9), ~ providing ~ has been inserted; 

"that" (line 11), has been deleted and "fed wherein" (line 11), has been replaced 

with - fed; --; 

"position," (line 13), has been replace with, ~ position; ~; 
"component," (line 14), has been replace with ~ component; ~; 
"position," (line 15), has been replaced with ~ position; ~; 
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"position," (line 18), has been replaced with - position; -; "position," (line 20), has 
been replaced with -- position; -; 

The phrase "to be located there" (line 23), has been changed to: ~ thereby 
locating said wafer holding table at said first component feeding position -. 

In claim 1 1 : the phrase "wherein in a process in which" (lines 1-2), has been 
replaced with - further comprising ~; 

"position," (line 3), has been changed to: - position, and -; 

the phrase "table of the component" (line 4), has been replaced with - table 
where the component is -. 

In claim 12: the phrase "wherein" (line 2), has been replaced with - further 
comprising -; 

the phrase "of the respective fed components" (line 4), has been replaced with: 
-- with the respective fed components, --; 

In claim 13: the phrase "wherein" (line 2), has been replaced with - further 
comprising -; 

The phrase "the recognition result" (line 8), has been replaced with - results from 
the head mounted component recognition device -. 
Reasons for Allowance: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior does 
not teach all of the limitations of the claimed invention including: 
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- until arriving of tine first mounting head at the first component 
feeding position, moving the wafer holding table from the first 
component feeding position to the second component feeding 
position; and 

holding and taking out the component by the second mounting 
head at the second component feeding position, and then 
returning the wafer holding table to the first component feeding 
position, thereby locating said wafer holding table at said first 
component feeding position. 

The closet Prior Art reference to above feature is directed to Kashiwaga et al. 
(US 6,176,007) teaches the mounting heads (14a, 14b, 14c); pickup components from 
the three different trays (31 , 33 and 35, see Fig. 6A-6C). However, nowhere Kashiwaga 
teaches first mounting head at the first component feeding position, moving the wafer 
holding table from the first component feeding position to the second component 
feeding position; and holding and taking out the component by the second mounting 
head at the second component feeding position, and then returning the wafer holding 
table to the first component feeding position. 

Accordingly, claims 10-13 are allowed.
